Miss  Inez  Smith.  Youth  Director  is 
in  charge  of  the  entire  program,  under 
the  general  oversight  of  the  pastor,  Dr. 
John  W.  Landrum,  and  a  church  rec¬ 
reation  committee,  which  is  composed 
of  Bryan  D.  Stringer,  chairman;  W.  D. 
Myers,  chairman  of  the  deacons,  and 
the  following  department  superintend¬ 
ents  in  the  Sunday  School:  Mrs.  E.  J. 
Montgomery,  Mrs.  Floyd  E.  Johnson 
and  Mrs.  J.  Barnett  Jones. 

The  old  pastorium,  Which  provides 
for  the  Intermediate  department  of  the 
church,  has  been  converted  into  a  Youth 
Center.  The  large  assembly  room,  used 
for  banquets  and  parties,  has  two  ping 
pong  tables  and  a  Coca-Cola  machine. 
Proceeds  from  the  Coke  machine  pay 
for  ping  pong  balls,  games,  etc.,  and 
furnish  free  drinks  for  the  Youth  Fel¬ 
lowship  following  church  on  Sunday 
night. 

Adjoining  the  assembly  room  is  a 
church  library  and  various  game  rooms 
where  caroms,  quoits,  checkers,  dom¬ 
inoes,  darts  and  various  other  games 
may  be  played. 

The  Youth  Center  is  open  six  hours 
each  day  to  all  youth,  regardless  of  age 
or  church  affiliation.  The  Youth  Direc¬ 
tor  is  in  charge  in  the  afternoon,  in¬ 
cluding  Sunday,  and  parents,  secured 
by  the  Church  Recreation  Committee, 
are  in  charge  each  night.  The  Youth 
Center  is  always  closed  during  the  pray¬ 
er  meeting  hour  and  in  event  of  any 
church  meeting,  such  as  study  courses, 
etc. 

Individuals,  couples,  dating  groups, 
Classes,  departments  and  all  others  have 
access  to  the  completely  equipped  kitch¬ 
en,  which  includes  a  restaurant  type

Some  Good 
Suggestions 

We  want  to  second  some  sug¬ 
gestions  made  by  Editor  John 
Jeter  Hurt,  Jr.,  in  the  Georgia 
Baptist  paper.  The  Christian  In¬ 
dex.  in  a  recent  issue.

And  as  Editor  Hurt  says,  the 
Usual  opening  of  tlie  Convention 
••  dry  and  lacking  in  spirituality. 
Those  closing  JW.M.U.  sessions  are 
the  opposite. 

We  also  most  heartily  approve 
of  Editor’s  Hurt’s  suggestion  that 
the  s|>eecbes  of  welcome  and  of 
response  be  eliminated.  There  arc 
several  reasons  for  this.  First,  it 
takes  up  precious  time.  The  usual 
•ddreas  of  welcome  is  everything 
else  but.  We  have  heard  addresses 
°f  welcome  that  discussed  soul 
^erty,  separation  of  church  and 
•tale,  and  so  forth  and  so  on.  Most 
•f  them  have  few  if  any  words  of 
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clccnnc. 

The  same  thing  is  true  of  the 
esponse. 

If  we  did  not  feel  that  we  wore 
welcome  we  would  not  have  the 
Convention  in  that  particular  city. 

It  is  useless  for  somebody  to  take 
up  much  time  telling  us  how  glad 
lie  and  they  are  to  have  us.  If  a 
man  loves  his  wife  he  proves  it 
by  deeds  and  not  running  out  on 
the  street  ami  telling  every  passer¬ 
by  tliat  he  does  love  her.

According  to  Religious  News 
Service: 

Eliel  Saarinen,  world-famous 
Finnish  architect,  received  a  gold 
key  to  the  new  Christ  Church  Lu¬ 
theran,  which  he  designed,  when  it 
was  dedicated  here. 

Lack  of  space  prevents  giving  a 
full  description  of  the  church,  but 
according  to  Religious  News  Serv¬ 
ice: 

A  baptistery  in  the  church  is  sunk 
six  inches,  symbolic  of  the  Biblical 
injunction  “to  go  down  into  bap¬ 
tism.”  The  baptismal  font  is  a 
30-inch  silver  bowl  supported  on 
eight  ebony  legs. 

If  the  baptistery  is  sunk  six  inch¬ 
es.  symbolic  of  the  Biblical  injunc¬ 
tion  “to  go  down  into  the  bap- 
tistery,”we  wonder  why  tl»ev  didn’t 
follow  (lie  full  Biblical  injunction 
and  provide  for  much  water.  In 
the  Greek  New  Testament  the 
word  used  for  baptized  means  “in 
the  water,”  not  near  it  nor  a  few 
drops  of  it. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  church,  immersion  was  the 
only  mode.  Even  today  in  Flor¬ 
ence,  Italy,  there  is  an  ancient  pool 
in  a  Catholic  church  which  was 
formerly  used  for  tlie  immersion 
of  people. 

In  oilier  words  if  the  above 
named  church  wants  to  obey  the 
Biblical  injunction,  they  should 
obey  all  of  it  and  not  part  of  it.

Sunday  night,  April  8,  Mr.  Davis 
tendered  his  resignation  as  pastor  of 
tbe  church.  He  has  been  serving  as  pas¬ 
tor  in  Forest  for  the  past  21  months. 
Prior  to  his  coming  to  Forest  he  was 
at  Summit.  Mr.  Davis  served  as  a 
Chaplain  in  World  War  II  and  remained 
In  the  reserve. 

The  church  has  made  great  gains  un¬ 
der  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Davis.  There 
have  been  188  additions,  58  for  baptism. 
The  Adult  Department  in  Sunday  School 
has  been  graded.  The  goal  set  for  April 
1  during  the  recent  Crusade  was  400. 
Attendance  on  that  day  was  423. 

The  Training  Union  has  been  espec¬ 
ially  emphasized,  and  now  has  three 
Adult  Unions,  two  Intermediate,  two 
Junior  and  a  Beginner  and  Primary 
Story  Hour. 

The  budget  has  increased  from  $11,- 
000  to  $24,544.  Of  this  amount,  $16,544 
is  operation  and  ffe.OOO  for  capital  ex¬ 
penses.  Associational  Missions  and  BSU 
work  at  East  Central  Junior  College 
has  been  included  in  the  budget.  The 
amount  given  to  Cooperative  Missions 
has  been  raised  $900.  In  addition  to  the 
budget,  two  special  drives  have  been 
made  with  $7,500  being  donated  for 
new  pews  and  $7,800  for  stained  glass 
windows. 

A  $14,000  three-bedroom,  two-bath  pas¬ 
tor  ium  has  been  constructed  and  dedi¬ 
cated  debt-free. 

On  October  16,  1949,  the  members 
marched  from  the  old  church  into  their 
new  church  constructed  several  blocks 
away  and  furnished  with  new  furniture, 
which  was  donated  as  an  over  and 
above  gift  to  tbe  church.
